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LAVWRENCE’S HEAD LEVEL ONCE, 


A Sulit ia the District Cannot Affect the Interesis of 
aun Absent Citizen of a Distant State. 

\V ASHINGTON, A pril 18 —A case was decidéd 
to-day by First Comptroller Lawrence of the 
treasury department, which is considered of 
importance. A citizen of Tennessee, named 
Jobo J. Pulliam, employed a Washington 
lawyer to prosecute aclaim against the United 
States in 1880, and in 1882 the claim was al- 
lowedeand a draft for the amount, payable to 
the claimant, was delivered to the attorney. 
rhis attorney claimed a fee of fifteen hundred 
dollars, which he assigned to the German 
American national bank which failed, and 


Pulliam’s draft was delivered to the 
receiver of the bank. Pulliem died 
in Tennessee, and an administrator was 


appointed in that state. Ap administrator 
was also appointed in the District of Colum- 
bia. The receiver applied to the first comp- 
truller to instruct the treasurer to pay the 
drafton the indursement of the district ad- 
ministrater, which was refused because the 
supreme court in Vaughn vs. Northup—15 
Peters—hed decided that in such a case pay- 
ment must be made to the Tennessee ad mivis- 
trator. The receiver then filed a creditors’ 
bill in equity in the district against the dis- 
trict administrator's attoraey, and by publish- 
ed notice attempted to make the Tennessee ad- 
miinistrator a party defendant. A decree was 
inade that the receiver should indorse and col 

lect the money on the draft, retain $1,500 and 
pay the residue into court forthe Tennessee 
administrator. The decree was presented to 
the first comptroller, with a request that he 
instruct the treasurer 10 make payment 

Comptroller Lawrence decides that the title 
to the draft was vested in the Tennessee ad- 
ministrator. That the latter could not be 
sued in this district, even if be was fuund 
hére.. Consequentiy, he could not be sued 
on @ published notice, aod that the decree of 
the district court did not affect the rights 
of the Tennessee adminisirator. The posses- 
sion of the draft by the district administrator 
did not affect the result. The comptroller 
says this conclusion is required by the public 
interests, Citizens in the states will not deal 
with the government if creditors may come 
from all parts of the United States, and muy 
prevent them from receiving payment for 
money due them, so that they may pay ai! 
creditors alike, and not permit preference to 
such as come to Washington to draw suit, 
The treasurer wi!l be informed that he can 
only lawfuily pay the draft to the Tennessee 
aduiinistrator.

THE REVENUE SERVICE. 


The Cellection Districts to be Kept Up for the Benefit « 
the Machine Politiclans. 

Wasuincron, April 18 —There are one hun- 
dred and twenty collection districts for the 
internal revenue service. It is admitted on 
allsides that this numberis excessive, and 
the last house of representatives proposed to 
reduce it to eighty. The salaries and ex 
penses of this bureau for the last fiscal year 
aggregated in round numbers $5,108,000 dis- 
tributed among four thousand officials of cif- 


ferent ranks. This large putronage is 
too important in politics to be |. given 
up readily. The president has the 


power to reduce the number of collection 
districts, and it was supposed, when forty of 
them were conceded to be superfluous, he 
would exercise this discretion. Mr. Raum 
and other machine politicions will always 
find pretexts for continuing a system which 
gives them importance amd profit. In the 
routine of business between the executive 
andthe departments, the heads of bureaus 
may and do frequently interpose obstacles to 
any project of reform that threatens their 
interests. Therefore Mr. Raum has been in a 
position to exercise an adverse influence 
against any change that might dimiuist bis 
consequence. We give below acompilation 
of thirty-seven districts from a report made 
by the secretary of the treasury in answer to 
a resolution of thesenate. It will be seen by 
these figures that the expense of colrection in 
these districts averaged about 16 per cent of 
the total amount:

New York, April 18.-In a talk with ex- 
Governor Hendricks, of Indiana, this after- 
noon, Heat gentleman said: 

‘Don’t ask meabout the presidency, because 
[am nota candidate, and an) thing in regard 
to the various gentlemen who are named is of 
a personal nature. I am here.on business 
only.” 

Of the issues of the next campaign, Mr. 
Hendricks said: 

“There isno doubt that the question. of 
tariff will enter, but I do not think it will be 
a very important issue. In Indiana a major- 
ity of the people hold that we shou!d have a 
tariff for revenue, with a due regard for the 
interests of the manufacturers.” 

‘‘Isnotthe democratic party greatly divi- 
ded on the tariff?” 

“The leaders appear to be much more divi- 
ded on that subject than they really are.” 

‘Is there not a large free trade element in 
the party?” 

“Some of the leaders are termed free tra- 
ders, but, so farasI can learn, there is not 
one among them who is in favor of absvlute- 
ly abolishing duties and collecting by direct 
taxation.” 

“Is there any disposition among democrats 
to make General Butler a candidate for presi- 
dent?” 

‘General Butler has attracted agreat deal 
of attention lately. He isa oe daring man, 
and he is doing a good work’ in his stare by 
unearthing wrongs. His pojicy is attracting 
attention, but no person that I know ot pro- 
poses makiag him a presidential candidate 
on that account.’’

A $2,000,000 FAILURE. | 


RUINOUS SPECULATIONS IN PIG 
IRON MAKES GOLD SCARCE. 


The Assignment of James Marshall & Co., Iron Pipe 
Manu'‘acturers of Pittsaburg—The Cause of the 
Failure—W1!!l Gould Retire from Business 
Life~—The Question Considered, Etc. 


PittssurG, April 18.—The heaviest failure 
in this city for the past ten years was an- 
nounced. James Marshall & Co.. iron pipe 
manufacturers, one of the Jargest firms in the 
business, made an assignment to George J. 
Whitney. Mr. Marshall also made an indi- 
vidual assignment to Mr, Whitney. The lia-" 
bilities of the firm are variously estimated at 
between $1,000,000 and $2,200,000. The assets 
it is thought, will amount to about $300,000 
less than the liabilities. The failure was 
caused by speculation in pig iron, and not by 
depression, in trade or the recent tariff 
legislation. The Pittsburgh banks, who 


are the largest creditors, areffecured by 
collaterals, and will not suffer any loss. In 
conversation with a number of business men 
this afternoon it was learned that the failure 
has been anticipated for the past year. In 
consequence the banks from which financial 
assistunce has been solicited have fully secur- 
ed themselves. The tirm for the past fear 
has been speculating heavily in metals. 
About a year ago $100,000 was invested in iron 
at from $24 to $29 per ton. Since then the 
price has fallen, and as it declined more iron 
was purchased. The immense stock of metal 
bas been stored and held witha hope that 
prices would soun advance. About six weeks 
ago friends tried to assist Mr, Marshall by 
raising $100,000, This was insvfficient to 
bridge him over to the high-priced market 
that it was hoped would come in the future. 
A leading bank president said to-day he un- 
derstood that the relatives of Mr. Marshall 
would be the heaviest losers. The Hon. Wil- 
liau: Marshall had indorsed for $100,000, and 
when told of the assignment yesterday was 
wreatly affected. The firm is an old one, hav- 
ing been established by Mr. Marstall’s favher 
some forty years since. Mr. James Marshall, 
who succeeded to his father’s business, is 
thirty-four years of age. On a close estimate 
the liabilities will reach $1,800,000. The as 
se:s consist of 60,000 tons of pig metal and 
75,000 worth of real estate. [be Marshall 
estate, valued at $500,000, will be used to liq- 
uidate some of the incebtedness. 


WiLL JAY GOULD RETIRE” 


Strange Stories Told on the Oid Man Whose Oaly 
Pleasure is in Destruction. 

New York, April {%.—Tvoe announcement 
that Jay Gould means to retire from active 
business life alter he completes his tour of 
the world has been the subject of considera- 
ble gossip both in and out of Wall street to- 
day, and while Mr. Gvuild’s broker, Mr. Can- 
nop, says the report is true, the public seems 
inclined to await the event before calculating | 
itsresult. A Well known western man, who 
is spending a few days at the Windsor hotel, 
~peaking about Jay Gould, said to me to-day: 
“[ saw Mr. Gould in the hotel lobby last 
evening forthe first time in several years. 
Naturally I watched bim with some interest. 
lo me Mr. Gould looks like a badly broken- 
down man. His face bas changed very much 
since I last saw him, and it struck me that he 
had lost to @ great extent that wonderful 
ability which he has always had of ‘carrying 
the market in his bead,’ as we say in Chicago 
He seemed like a man who was carryiug a 
heavier burden than bis strength would per- 
mit. His faceis furrowed with deep lines, 
and he seemed bored rather than interested 
in the conversation which a number of friends 
were carrying on in his presence. Whenalone 
Ll notice that he yawned a great deal, and that 
is always a bad sign in a man, unless he gets 
hungry before his dinner.”’ 

‘Is it true that Gould is worth $100,000,000?”’ 

‘He carries paper the face value of which 
is duubtiess equai to tuat sum, but I doubt if 
he could readily couvert them into that 
much money. Still he isa man of vast 
wealth; much more than any man can hon- 
+stly accumulate in the short time that 
Gould has been in the service.” 

‘‘A man asked me,” continued my inform- 
ant, “how many people I thought Jay Gould 
had robbed in order to accumulate his present 
forcune”’ 

‘What was your reply?’ 

“| made a mental calculation, and said that 
he had probably tleeced about ten thousand 
lambs. That was several years ago, and 
Gould has not been idle in the meanwhile. ’ 

‘‘Have you ever met with any other man 
like Mr. Gould?” 

“No, Ido not think this conntry bas ever 
produced his equal. Gould is the greatest 
raiiroad wrecker we ever had. His policy has 
not been to purchase railroads out and out. 
He strives to get possession of a majority cf 
the stock of a railroad, or newspaper or what- 
ever he wants, and having done that hé stops. 
He has got then all he wants; bonds, stocks, 
wortgages, everything, and he immediately 
seeks another victim. He is just like a hun- 
yry man witha basket of oranges. He takes 
one up, and piercing a hole in it, sucks all the 
juice out of 1t; puts it back in his basket, and 
takes up another. In this way be goes through 
the lot. Then he isready to sell them to any- 
body who comes along.”’ 

The limes speaks in its editorial columns 
of Gould in this fashion: “It is au horita 
tively stated that Mr. Jay Gould is forty- 
seven years-old. He is yet young, to be sure; 
he is old in crime as we reckon years and 
crime in Wall street But he is worth one 
hundred millions, and soa rich man may re- 
tire early. It is not two years since he said 
to a western audience that be had Yeached a 
period in his financial history when the accu- 
mulation of money for itsown sake was no 
longer a diversion. He operated in Wall 
street, he said, for the mere fun of the thing. 
He did not need the money, but he did need 
the excitement. Even this, it would appear, 
has palled upon his somewhat dyspep:ic im- 
agination He willspeculate no more, nei ber 
will he gamble any more. His bark is on the 
sea, and his yacht is by theshore. And, for- 
suking hulls and bears, - horts and longs, puts 
and calls, be will sail away across the ocean 
biue, strange countries for to see. As the 
reformed etuck jobber wipes bis lips sancti- 
mouniously, and bids a sentimental farewell 
to all the wicked devices of the street, he 
leaves us a8 his legacy this valuable informa- 
tion; there willbe a big bull market very 
soon, and, while Jay Guuald may linger with 
us until next October, his son, George J.

Burial ofa Man Whe Was Pursued by a Woman For 
Many Years. 

LovIsvILLe, Ky., April 18.—The remains of 
Major John R. Throckmorton were brought 
vo this city. His name is connected witha 
stran estory. He was of wealthy family, his 
father, Christopher Throckm@frton, being an 
associate of Henry Clay. His life was blight- 
ed from his earliest manhood, by an uuparal- 
leled persecution. No man knows when or 
bow he wronged Ellen Goodwin, bat for five 
and twenty yearsshe followed him wherever 
he went. She was beautiful in 
her youth, and even in her old sgegmas not 
unattractive. She was known in this’city us 
Throckmorton’s ghust. In all kinds of 
weather she followed him. He fled to Eu- 
rope, and sbe dogged hini through the streets 
of Paris, and waiched him from behind the 
ruins of Rome. He had her arrested for in- 
sunity here, but she was discharged. She died 
a few years ago, and ordered a history, which 
she had written of her trouble, to be buried 
with her. Tkrockmor on died some time ago, 
alone and deserted, in a ruined but on a Mis- 
sissippi plantation, In his last moments he 
is said to have been possessed with the idea 
that Ellen Goodwin was still shadowing him. 
He was buried in the famlly vault to-day, and 
his faneral was well attended.

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| THE WYLLY’S WRECK. 


THE THRILLING STORY OF CAP- 
TAIN JAMES M. RUSSELL; 


Phe Seething Waters of the Chattahoochese—The Ter- 
ribie Crash at Quitman—A Rusen for the Life- 
Preservers—An Hour of Anxious Waiting 
for Relief—Swim ming to Snore, Bte. 


From the Columbus Times. 

Of all those who struggled with the seething 
waters, when the Wylly sunk, none hada 
more narrow escape than Captain James Me 
Russell. He gave bis experience to a friend 
in the city the day after the disaster, ina 
private letter, of which we publish some ex- 
tracts: “I have been saved from death by a 
mysterious, and I may say, miraculous inter- 
position of Providence. The morning I left 
Columbus on the Wyliy the river was falling 
there, but the lower river was stillrising. At 
Eufaula, by taking down the smokestack and 
whistle, we were enabled to get under the 
bridge, missing it by about two inches. 
About ten o’clock that night the usual 
signal announced our arrival at Fort 
Gaines, and soon after, while I was sitting at 


a table in the cabin a terrible crash and shock 
of the boat | pset the furniture and put out 
some of the lights. It was caused by its stern 
striking a pier of the bridge, being dashed 
against it by the violence of the current. I 
first hastened to the prow, where I got a life 
preserver, then went back through the cabin 
to the stern, thinking to reach hurricane deck 
by astairway there, but found none. I passed 
again rapidly through the cabin, and just be- 
fore 1 got tothe door leading to the prow 
met Mr. Palmer, the purser, and asted him 
‘if he thought the boat would sink;’”’ who re- 


plied that “he could not teil.” He 
was going towards his office inside 
the cabin. In a few seconds, as 


I cleared the door of the cabin, I was sub- 
merged with water—I caught something in- 
side of the boat and held my breath as long 
as I could, but when i could hold no longer, 
my mouth and lungs now filled with water; 
and about the same time the life preseryer, 
which I had adjusted on me, buoyed me up 
to the bottom of the upper deck, where there 
were two or three inches of space above the 
water, thatemubled me to ciearmy mouth 
and Jungs by holding my face up against the 
bottom of the upper deck. While in this 
watery grave, wonderful to say, 1 was per- 
fectly composed; thought of my dwughters 
and felt that, if treated properly, they had a 
competency to keep them trom want, 
RESIGNED TO DEATH. 

“Then with the prayer, ‘Lord haye mercy 
on mea sinner,’ resigned myself to death. 
Just at this moment, | saw an opening nearly 
in reach of me and threw my arms out 
towards it and then taking hold of tbe steps 
leading to the uppér deck, raised my head in 
the hatchway leading thereto. I then halloed 
for help, aud, as providence willed, my young 
friend Chariey Wingate happened to hear 
me, above the tumult of waters and cries and 
confusion of others, and asked, ‘who is that?’ 
[ replied, ‘it is Russell.” He seized me by 
the hand and cried for help, when Chief En- 
gineer Goudlett came to his assistance, and 


pulled me through the hatchway on top 
of the deck. You may imagine 
the _— force of that ‘pull,’ * when 


I state that it tore te straps of the life pre- 
server off, leaving if bebind mé: I was, of 
course, much lacerated and exhausted, but 
threw myself across one of the smoke-siacks 
which bad been taken down, until I partially 
recovered. Then came the most anxious 
hour that can be cenceived in this worid. 
The night was cloudy and quite dark; ihe 
forming, maddened river was carrying us on 
at the rate of about ten miles an bour, with 
what appeared to be a certainty that the 
deck upon which we were floating would 
soon go down, leaving us to the mercy of the 
surging waters. ‘The cries for help of those 
already floating out in the dar«, raging 


siream, and the torturing suspense 
evinced in various ways by those wn the 
wreck with me, can be better imagined 


than described, Mr. George Haynes procured 
along plank, and holding the end on the 
wreck, suggested that if the latter suak, I 
could take one end and he the other, and try 
to make our way to land the best we could. 
Soon it was thought the wreck was sinking, 
and as we neared the Alabama shore Haynes 
said he would hold the end of the plank, 
and I had a life-preserver( which I had picked 
up floating after losing the first) that if I 
would jump out into the river and take hold 
of the farther end of the plank, he would 
give it a sbove towards the bank as we 
neared it, and holding to his end 
we would try to make the shore. 
A JUMP INTO TO WATER. 

“The rapid current soon turned us from the 
shore, and the wreck again partially righted 
up, and I swam, perhaps a mile in the river, 
holding. to my end of the plank. I had strip- 
ped off my ciothing, except vest and under- 
wear, when | jumped iuto the river, and soon 
became chilled, through and through, and 
felt that I could swim no longer, and cried 
for H. to draw me on the wreck, who, by the 
assistance of Dr. Gunn, of It. Gaines, did so, 
azain bruising me grea ly. Captain White- 
side was about this time heard by some of 
the crew crying for belp in the river, having 
seized barrel under one arm and two sticks 
of wood under the other, soon after the boat 
first sunk. He. was well nigh exhausted, 
and was told to make for the wreck As 
he approached a pole was thrown out for him 
which he failed to catcn, and not hearing him 
for some time, it was thought he had sunk. 
This silence was from exhaustion, and when 
be again halloed, he was drawn on the 
wreck almost lifeless, It seems there was but 
one small boat on the steamer, which was in 
the hands of Fonso and Goodlett, who had 
landed one load and was then heard coming; 
when it reached us, Captrin Whitesides was 

utin it, and Dr, Gunn and several others 
jumped in, and I baif way jumped and fell 
over Dr. Guon’s snouldersintoit. The boat 
was soon in asinking cundition from our 
loading, but we ordered it shoved off and the 
water baled out,and made our way upder 
the guidance of excellent oarsmen to the 
bank. ° 

ON LAND AGAIN 

‘We tried two places to iand,but could not, 
and again went out into thecurrent and float- 
ed until an eddy was found which went into 
land, and we were put out in an old field. 
about six miles below Fort Gaines by river 
and four or five by land. Dr. Gunn bad a 
plantation bear us, and directed us to the 
houses, about two milesoff I was barefooted 
and naked, and chilled through, and se ex- 
hausted that I could hardly @alk. I resolved 
to lie down and await relief. (1 had but lately 
ree »vered from asevere illnes.) I felt, though, 
if I did so, the circu‘ation would stop and I 
would freeze, so I summoned all my energy 
and by the aid of those less exbausted, half 


tainting and half freezing, made my 
way through stubble and briers 
and over ditches until we 


struck a road, with my lower limbs bleeding 
and my feet blistered, after great effort 
and by aid of friends I reached Dr Gunn's 
quarters where I fellon a bed and remained 
until morning, receiving more kind attention.

CURLEY’S CONVICTION, 


He Charges the oo ee So Saag of Norbury 

Donut, April 18.—In the Curley trial this 
morning Mr. Adams closed the argument for 
the defence, and Mr. Porter, attorney-general 
for Ireland, responded for the crown. The 
judge then delivered his charges. His re- 
marks were strongly against the reliability of 
evidence to prove an alibi. He pointed out 
that there could not be the slightest doubt 
that the murders were perpetrated at the in- 
stigation of secret societies with which the 
prisoner was ind’sputably connected. 
chirge was completed at balf-past two o'clock, 
and the jury retired immediately. They 
were absent.but a shert time, and on their 
return to the courtroom announced that th 
found Curley guilty as charged in the indiet- 
ment. The prisoner,on being asked if he had 
anything to say why sentence should not be 
pronounced on him, said that he bad not ex- 
pected any mercy from the court. It was 
very unfortunate that the Irish bench was 
never without a Norbury or a Keogh. He 
admitted that he was a memn- 
ber of the Inmvincibles, but declared 
that he was not in Phenix park on the even- 
ing the murders were cummitted. Curley 
said that be loved his country and could suffer 
for her. He declared that the witnesses who 
had testified for the crown had perjared — 
themselves. After the prisoner bad finished 
bis speech he was sentenced to be hanged on 
the 13th of May. As the officers were taking 
the prisoner from the dock he cried out ina 
loud voice, *‘God Save Ireland,’’ 

A CLOSE DIVISION 

Loxvon, April 13 —Io the house of com- 
mons lastevening a motion was introduced 
by Mr. Pell, conservative, in favorof tbe im- 
mediate reform of local taxation, was only 
negatived by a vote of 217to 229. An 
amendment was accepted by the goverment 
postponing consideration of the reform 
measure until the whole question of local 
government has been dealt with.

EUROPE’S DANGER. 


German Distrust et France -Alarming Military Prep- 
arutions. 


New York, April 18.—A cablegram to the 
World says: ‘“‘fhe message of the Emperor 
William to the reichstag, calling for legisla- 
tion in the interest of the working classes, 
excites as much uneasiness here in official 
circles as at Berlin, for the reason that itis 
believed to bave been inspired by distrust of 
the existing government of France, and 
to cover a military programme 
which will pretty certainly be carried 
out upon the first symptom of serious 
political disturbances in France. 1 haveiton 
the best authority that under orders from 
Berlin, a fortnight ago, six divisions of the 
German imperial cavalry and four army corps 
have been gotten into readiness to cross the 
frontier in three days’ time. Some of the 
socialist leaders in Germany appear inclined 
to cut oat work nearer home for this force by 
provoking overt disturbances among the Ger- 
man working clases but as any such attempt 
wonld be disaStrous to the neople, it jw not 
likely it will be made. Tie real danger of 
Europe at this moment is at Paris, where the 
men in authority seem to be entirely inca- 
pable of unde:standing the danger to which 
they are exposing, not only the peace of the 
contisent, but the very existence of their 
own country. 

It was reported in the reichstag yesterday 
that the liberals had abandoned their inteti- 
tion of moving an address in reply to the 
emperor's message, as the conservatives and 
ultra-montapes were determined to discuss 
the budget for 1884 and 1885 The Nord 
Deutsche Zeitung, replying to the comments 


of the French press of. an_ article 
which it published recently, says 
that if the monarchy should be restored 


in France, itis not very likely that Germany 
would declare waragainst the former country 
forthwith. She would probably await an at- 
tack by France, which would soon be made, 
as under certain conditions a restored mon- 
archy could probably be induced to declare 
war on Germany without waruing.

Ortrawa, Ont., April 18.—An incident at 
Rideau Halli last night caused considerable 
alarm in the vice-regal household, and this 
morning was discussed in the cabinet council, 
The particulars are as follows: Svon after 
midnight a policeman named Geddes heard a 
pistol shot in the grove between the govern- 
ment house and Lieutenant-Colonel De Win- 
ten’s residence, followed ia quick succession 
by three other shots. Geddes rushed 
toward the grove and saw a tall 
man retreating. Remembering his implicit 
instructions not to leave his post on 
any account, he returned to his beat and the 
man escaped. Officer.Fatton, who was on 
an adjoining beat, met Geddes returning He 
also heerd the shots.

2. In a suit by a venuor to recover goods on 
the ground that the sale was induced by 
fraud, evidence of fraudulept transactions 
between the defendant aud other parties than 
the plaintiff with which the latter had no 
connection and of which he had no knowl- 
edyve, was iuadmissibie.

LAST YEAR’S CORN CROP. 


ll special report just issued from the de- 


partment@f agriculture gives the consump- 
tion and distribution of the corn crop that 
was produced last year, what proportion of it 
served as human food, what as food for work- 
ing animals, and what as food for caitle, 
sheep and swine. There are very many in- 
teresting statements in the pamphlet, and 
these we shal! endeavor to present to our 
readers, 

First, as to the size of the corn crop. The 
correspondence of the department, when an- 
alyzed and summed up, puts the crop of 1882 
at 1,618,000,000 bushels, three-tenths of which 
amount were grown in the southern states, 
The yield of the south was 394,695,300 bushels. 
Georgia made 36,617,500 busbels, of which 
there was on hand March 1 a siock 
amounting to 18,674,925 bushels, orl per eent 
of the crop of the state. Heretofore the percent- 
age of the crop of the state,on hand March 1, 
has not exceeded 33 per cent. The percentage 
of the crop on hand at the first of last month 
in Georgia is higherthan that of any other 
state, and the percentage of the country’s 
crop remaining in the hands of the growers 
was only alittle over thirty-six. The com 
missioner endeavors to explain the large pro- 
portions on hand in the southerp states by 
the fact that corn is not largely bad to hogs 
and cattle in the south, but is largely kept 
for feeding horses and mules employed in 
plowing during the spring and early summer. 
This explanation is undoubtedly correct; but 
nevertheless the fact*remains that Georgia 
had on hand one month ago, nearly half of 
her large crop of 1882. Thisis comfort enough 
for the present. 

Dr. Loring finds that 46 bushels of corn are 
used per capitainthbesouth as human food; 
in the west about three bushe's. Altogether 
150,000,000 bushels were consumed as food, 
or nearly three bushels per*capita. This was 
very unequally distributed, some communi- 
ties usingsix bushels a head, and othersa 
scarcely appreciable quantity. About 47 per 
cent of the southern crop 1s fed to working 
animals; about 16 percent is consumed as 
human food; about 26 percent is fed to cattle 
and swine, and about 11 percent is shipped 
beyond the lines of the countries in which it 
is grown. The people of the 
south, in uthber words, consume 
63 millions busbels,the work animals 186 mil- 
lions, and the cattle and swine 104 millions— 
and 41 millions bushels are shipped from the 
county of growth. In Georgia 8,788,200 busheis 
isused as human food, or 24 per cent; 16,844, 
050 bushels is fed to work animals, or 46 per 
cent: and 8,055,850 bushels is devoted to cat- 
tle and swine. or 22 percent. The remainder 
is shipped beyond the county lines, 

The actual consunption ofthe year for man 
and beast may thus be etated, says the com- 
missioner:

While the proportion on band is not large 
in the seven corn-surplus states, and whileBit 
is plain that there is no more on 
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in the principal feeding 
districts than there was a year 
ago, it is equally plain that there is more 
corn on hand in the southern states than 
there has been at this time of the year since 
the war, or perhaps before the war; for it is 
doubtful whether the south ever produced a 
crop as large as that of 1882. We give the 
amounts raised in the cotton states in 1859, 
i879 and 1882:

NATIONAL BANK NOTES AND SILVER. 

Nothing is more remarkable than the per- 
sistency with which the leading national 
banks at the north and tlLeir newspaper or- 
gans have fought silver. Itis to their inter- 
est to have everything measured by the gold 
standard, and they lose no opportunity to 
prate about the disastrous results of the con- 
tinued coinage of silver. When the people 
manifested their desire to restore the silver 
dollar to its old place in the currency of the 
country, these banks and the theorists of the 
newspapers united in making the wildest pre- 
dictions as tothe result that would follow 
hard upon the remoretization ofsilver. The 
readers of THE Constitution no doubt re- 
member some of these predictions. A panic 
was to ensue, the business of the country was 
to go to ruin and the country itself was to be 
wrecked from one end to the other. 

In spite of these things, how- 
ever, the people placidly carried 
out their purpose and restored the silver dol- 
lar to its old place in their currency. Presu- 
mably, the gold-bugs and their organs got 
under cover and breathlessly awaited the 
crash which they had predicted, but no crash 
came! The people went about their business 
in an easier frame of mind, and the prosperi 
ty of the country was renewed and enlarged. 
But the gold-bugs were by no means satis- 
fied. Thesilver dollar and the prosperity 
that followed its restoration continue to be 
thorns in theirsides, and they have never 
ceased their efforts to degrade and depreciate 
the silvercurrency which has enabled the 
country to develop its resources ir all direc- 
tions. The gold-bugs and their organs declare 
that the silver dollar is worth only 85 cents, 
and tbey continue to complain that this val- 
uable coin is choking up the vaults of the 
treasury and committing other depredations 
of a vague sort. 

The impression thus sought to be created 
is to the effect that as the public will not 
take the silver dollar it is piled up in the 
vaults of the treasury as so much worthless 
rubbish which nobody wants and which the 
government cannot get rid of. This is what 
the organs of the meney-power say, and it is 
what Nast’ means when he pictures Uncle 
Sam with one of his legs swollen to an enor- 
mous size and marked “‘silver.’’ The truth 
is, as every Newspaper reader must know, 
the silver in the treasury is serving its pur- 
pose just as though it were in actual circula- 
tion, and, to all iatents and purposes, it is in 
actual circulation. The silver certificates, 
which circulate as currency in the banks 
and outside of them, are issued to the full 
extent of the silver coin in the 
treasury, while the gold _ certificates, 
which are no more valuable, have a compar- 
atively smal. circulation. 

Some of the bankers of Chicago have re- 
cently taken advantage of an opportunity 
alfurded them by the Tribune to repeat the 
silly objections to the silver dollar which are 
current among those who are anxious to 
make gold the only currency of the country. 
One of these bankers thus expressed himself: 

Neither the silver nor the gold certificates are 
legal tender. While the latier are just as cheap 
now, the opinion is that the silver certificates 
will be 35 per cent discount as compared with 
goid certificates if the coinage of silver continues 
For that reason moneyed men are likely to keep 
clear ofthe former. there is no agreement among 
banks not touse them in ckharing. Wedovot have 
tiem to send intoth country. In New York and 
here they are paid to the government at the cus- 
lomhoure for revenue aud duties, and many of the 
bauks tort out the silver certificates which. are 
found in packages of currency aud turn them over 
lo merchants for this purpose. Two years ago the 
west Could have been inundated with these certiti- 
Cates, and the banks would have made money by 
the operation. Then the express charges on xold 
were #1 50, while silver ceriificates could have been 
brought out for eighty cents per $1,000. Wedo not 
think it right to do such a thing. 

ihese certificates might come into use in this 
way: If the volume of circulation should get fliled 
up with them, and there were more than could be 
used ou government payments, then the bank 
would probably pay them out to the ‘‘dear public,’’ 
as the cheaper kid of *“‘currency’’ that they had in 
their vaults, keeping the best for the reserve fund. 

The Tribune,in which the foregoing appears, 
does not allow the occasion to pass without 
exposing the absurdity of the banker's views. 
It puints out that the public debt of the 
United States, and its $350,000,000 of outstand- 
ing treasury hotes are ail redeewiable by law 
in silver They may be re- 
deemed in gold, but the government 
under the law, has the right to redeem them 
in silver. The national bank notes—the very 
notes issued by those who are so anxious to 
see the silver dollar degraded and depreciat- 
ed—are also redeemable in silver coin by the 
banks themselves as well as by the govern- 
ment. The public debt, the municipal debts, 
andallthe private debts of the people may 
be paid in silver, and although the bank note 
currency is pot a legal tender, it can be re- 
deemed in silver dollars, ‘he silver certifi- 
cate is, tnerefore, just as valuable, so far as 
the purposes of the people ere concerned, as 
the notes ef the national banks. In view of 
these facts, the Tribune justly observes that 
it isan insult to popular intelligence for the 
bankers to say that silver ceriificates and silver 
dollars are worth only 85 cents ‘on the dollar, 
when their own notes have no higher legal 
value than silver dollarg or silver certificates 
If silver coin or silver certificates are worth 
only 85 cents on the dollar, then the notes of 
the national banks are worth only 85 cents 
on the dollar, 

There can be but one excuse for the effort 
of the national bankers to degrade the silver 
dollar, and that is a fear that when there shall 
be a sufficiency of silver coined to meet the 
demand of the public a movement will be 
made to withdraw the entire issue of the na- 
tional banks and substitute silver certificates 
for their notes, Such a movement would not 
be without reason, for it seemis foolish to issue 
bank notes when silver certificates, just as 
valuable and redeemable in the same kind of 
coin, can be made to answer all the purposes 
of @ paper currency.

TRUCK FARMING IN GBORGIA. 


Planters Golsg iu for the tulelng of Matters Other 
than Cotten. 
Cor. New York Sun. 

ALBANY, Ga., April 12.—Riding in from the cotton 
fields and truck farms yesterday, I met a gray 
haired darkey placidly eating goobers on a load of 
guano on his way out. He had very intelligent 
ideas about farming matters, though not up in sta- 
tistics, and he drove off after a talk, saying: 
‘“‘Dere’s a heap too much ‘joanna’ used in Georgia, 
an’ dat’s a fack.’’ 

And so, indeed, it would seem. Unscientific cul. 
tivation for years has impoverished large portions 
of the soil,and actually in some places the value 
of theguano put on the land exceeds what the laud 
would sell for. But thereisa large amount of fer- 
tile soil still left, particularly in southwestern Geor- 
gia, and a change has gradually taken place in peo- 
ple’s ideas. 

Five years ago truck tarming was urknown in 
Georgia. Cotton was all iuall, and every foot of 
ground was devoted toit. But cotton planting 
has not paid for years, and though it was higher 
toned to bea planter than to be a farmer aud raise 
corn, oats, truck and cattle, planters got very tired 
of seeing, as each year rolled around and brought 
their crop and seitling day, that they were pourer 
than the year before. Cotton and guano gave the 


soil no chance, and they grew tired of whipping au 
exhausted horse to draw too heavy load. Smal! ex- 
periments, however, in the last two or three years 
have proved so successful thata regular boom in 
truck farming has taken place ail over this section 
of the couutry, and prosperity bids fair to attend 
the new departure. It would indeed seem au ab- 
surdity to raise cotton at 8 cents and pay 75 cents or 
more for cornu and 16 cents fur bacon. Some plauters 
pay 5 cents a pound in order to be trusted fer bacon 
rom March to September, the end of the cotton 
year, and equally usurious rates forcorn and other 
necessuries. Truck farming is being encouraged b‘ 
the railroads and the press, and egricultural and 
fruit growers’ associatious are starting in various 
directious 

They do Georgia injustice who judge it by the 
swamp landsof the coast or the arid pine lands 
which streich back for some distance therefrom. 
Dougherty county, of which Albany is the county 
sevt, has certainly large areas of good farming 
lands, requiring ouwly the ordinary use of compust 
of home manufaecrure. Ail around me vegetation 
is luxuriant. As 1 write there comes floating 
through ny open windows the delicious perfume 
of over fifty varieties of roses alone from the beau- 
tifuliawn below. Down in the garden are green 
peas, asparagus, lettuce, strawberries,and ali soris 
of garden truck FPeachtrees and giapevines 
also give forth good indications of crops. Our 
neighbors in some cases are doing even better. Sev- 
eral have had strawberries fora month. Not far off 
oats which were planted in February will be ready 
for harvesting by the middle of May. These are no 
signs Of am exhausted soil. Grass and cotton are 
bitter euemies; hence the planter stamps out every 
blade o. the furmer, and Wwe catile bave nothing 
but the cCOurse wire grass of the woods 
to feed upon. This accounts for the 
poor beef aud mutton hereabouts: and in 
fact, all through the south it is hard to get a steak, 
chop or roastequal to those served in the north. 
Similarly, the razor-backed hog pans out badly as 
pork, though wild enough to make huntiug him 
good sport. Some of ibe fox hunters of New York 
might organize a pig s‘ickers’ club, like those in 
India. Though good beef or mutton is unattaina- 
ble, the invalid can eke out a mea: 
ger diet with wild and tame tur- 
keys, ducks, chickens, artridge (quil 
up north,) robins and doves, A few miles on he can 
knock over an occasional deer, and if he has lust a 
bear he can find him again if he gues deep enough 
into the woods. But good beef and muttou are only 
a question of time, for down near Valdosta a farm- 
er named McKee is putting a wire fence around 
6,00. acres fora sheep and cattle pasture, aud in 
Walton, grazing lands are being prepared. 

Thomasville, some sixty miles due south of Alba- 
ny, has been shipping thousands of baskets of 
strawberries fora month past. In this section, by 
the way, the bulk of the shipments of fruitand 
vegetables this season wiil be to the west, the north 
being supplied from Florida and along the Atlan- 
ticseabourd. Perhaps the greatest boom will be in 
watermelon Culture, in consequence of its having 


paid 8O well last season, and there 
is danger that melons. may be  over- 
planted. Last year one man cleared 


$9,000 On a 100-acre lot, selling his melous at $75 to 
$100 a car load, averaging 1,200 to a car. Down in 
Brooks county @ man planted 27 acres in melons, 
raising about 11 car loads, which netted him $1,100. 
Uther instances of a similar kind started a regular 
furor, and pow there is a sectional warfare waging 
as to the relative superiority of the Augusta ‘‘rat- 
tlesnake’’ and the pure green ‘‘watermil- 
lion” of the southwest. The rattlesnake 
melon is so called, of course, from its black 
stripes: In Lee, Dougherty, Mitchell, Terrell and 
Richmond counties alone it was reported atthe 
rruck Farmers’ association, which met at Albany a 
few days ago, that !,700 acres will be put iu melons 
In these counties there wiil be a largely increased 
acreage in Irish potatoes, oats, wheat, corn, green 
—, cabbage, cucumbers, and all sorts of small 
truck. 

Enough, however, of statistics. Lam writing of 
only haifa dozen counties, and there are over a 
huodred in Georgia in which an enormous area is 
suitable for —— if the tired-out, laud gets a 
chance by achange from cotton to something which 
will rest the soilfor a yearor so. To thuse who 
think of emigratiug to this section of the sonth, an 
old planter’s remarks to me may prove of benefit. 
He said: ‘A strauger with smail means can come 
down here and make a good living more 
easily than elsewhere. He must not expect to 
grow rich raising cotton, for that’s a speculation 
even with the most experienced planters. All that 
he can grow north, however, and more besides, he 
can grow here, and fiid a market for. Shoes and 
clothing are higher than at the north, but all 
around living, including hired labor, is cheaper 
It’s as healthy here as auywhere in the south. Good 
land can be boughtor rented cheap. Good healih, 
industrious habiu, and horse sense he must bring 
with him."’

The Arguments Made and the Case Given to the Jury — 
No Verdict Y et. 

As early as 7 o'clock yesterday morning crowds of 
people, mostly negroes, began gathering at the 
courtbeuse to witness the continuance ef the John- 
sou trial. When court was called to order at half 
pasteight, the courtroom was packed. Taking of 


testimony was at once begun and continued until 
about 4 o’ciock in the afternoon. ‘Ihe principal 
witn esses for the Gefense examined yesterday were 
Fred Wasnivgtonm, Celia Williams and Lula Wil- 
liams, these parties baving witnessed the killing 
Each of these witnesses testified that Hugh Mat- 
thews, the murdered man, began the difficulty, and 
was in the act. oi striking Johnson with a 
chair, but was prevented from so doing by Lula 
Williams, who succeeded in getting the chair from 
him. Nosooner was that done than Matthews 
picked up a heavy billet of wood and advanced 
toward Johnson, and was in the act of striking him 
when Jobnuson arew his pistol end fired, the ball 
takinw effeet between the collar bone and right 
snoulder blade, Several witnesses were «xamined 
concerning the character of J. hnson, which was 
Quite auumber of witnesses 
forthe state were examined, and from their evi- 
dence it seems Johnson did the killing without 
auy provocation whatever. The testimony for or

He smiled slightlvas he 
did so, while Colonel Avery stood behind his chair 
with a strictly business expression on his face. 

‘That signature makes that parchment worth just 
fifty thousand dollars,’’ remarked the colovel. 

“Why, so?”’ asked a CONSTITUTION man, who had 
been an indifferent witness to the proceeding.

‘Snug sum; what is it for?’ 

Colonel Avery handed the reporter the bond and 
the scribe read as follows: 

United States of America, state of Georgia—The 
state of Georgia hereby acknowledges herself in- 
debted to the trustees of the University of Georgia, 
and to them only, in the sum of ffity thousand dol- 
lars jawful money of the United Statesof America, 
which sum she promises to pay to 
said trustees at the treasury of said state on de 
mand on aid after the Ist dayof April, 1933, with 
interest thereon at the rate of 7 per cent per annum 
payable semi-annually at said treasury on the first 
days of January and Julv each and every year un- 
til the paymentof the principal sum. This obli- 
gation is not subject to be calle. in for redemption 
by said state before the first day of April, 1933, nor 
to be negotiated or transferred by said trustees, it 
being issued in lieu of fifty valid matured 
bonds of said ,state for the principal 
sum of o:.e thousand dollars each, issued under an 
act of the general assembly, entitled ‘‘an act au- 
thorizing tne issue of bonds for the payment of 
past due interest for the redemption of past due 
bouds, and for such bonds as may fall due within 
the next three years.’’ Approved February 19:h, 
1873, presenteé at the said treasury for redemption 
by the trus.ees of said university as the property of 
suid university; said fifty bonds numbered respec- 
tively: 2, 3. 6, 7, 8, 12. 13, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18, 19, 20, 21, 
2 23, 24, 78,29, 80, $3, 34, 35, 36, 37, 39, 40, 41, 42, 43, 
44, Su, 51, 52,61, 62. 63, 64, 66. 70, 71, 72, 73, 74, 78, 80, 
84 8o, 94. This obligation is wade and issued in 
pursuance of an act of the general sssembly of said 
state, entitled *‘an act to make permaneut the in- 
come efthe university of Geo gia, and for other 
purposes,’’ approved September 30th, 1881, and sub- 
ject to the provisions of said act.

Ite Treatment and Remedy—An_ Interesting tates 
ment by Dr. J. H. Logan. 

EITORS oe CONSTITUTION: Il hereby sehd you in 

view of the present fearful prevalence of hydropho- 

bia among the worthless dogs of the country, a 

plan of treatn.ent for the bite of the rabid animal, 

which must commend itselfat once, not only to the 

ntelligent physician, but to every sensible layman 

as well, 

It was first suggested in the main by a physician 

of Kentucky, in the Druggist’s Circular. Several 

methods of treating the bite of arabid dog, made 

in the human flesh, bavye been fromtime to time 

advocated and practiced, but with what success it 

is difficult to determine. Among the metbods that 

have been practiced may be mentioned: 

1. Excision of the part. 

2. Cauterization. 

3. Application of the mad stone. 

The first is not always practical, because of the 

rejation of the wound to important organs, and 

the danger of involving large blood vessels, : 

The second is of no avail, because the taustic 

-- whether chemical for the actual cautery—sim- 

ply seals the poison within the capillary vessels, 

where the virus is placed in a position more favor- 

abie for abeorption. 

The third is wholly impracticable, as the reputed 

mad stove is hardly ever within reach of the pa- 

tient. Bat as we shall see farther along, there is 

an efficient mad stone in every home.
